During the Presilent's visit practical 
politics was handled mainly hy Forcign 
Minister Hiûuns-Dicırich Genscher, who 
conferred with Mr Shevardnadze and 
other Soviet. ltaders about the Geneva 
missile talks and the Reykjavik Nato 
formula by which a double zero solution 
ûn medium-range missiles must he fol- 
lowed hy negotiations on a limitation of 
shorı-range missiles to equal ceilings — 
as part of striking a conventional bal- 
ance and agr ceing to a ban.on hemle! 
weapons. ' 

Herr Genscher and Mr Shevardnadze 
signed iı lwo-puge final protocol oun the 
bilateral agreement on scientific and 
ıechnical cooperation enabling the 
1986 framework Ireuty and three spe- 
cialised agreements to come into force. 

Herr Genschecr and Research Minis- 
ler Heinz Riesenhuber signed the treaty. 
in Moscow last July; it serves as the 
framework: ‘for agrecemenis on cuopera- 
tion in health policy, agriculture and 
atomic energy. 

In April and May Herr Riesenhuber, 
Health Minister Rita Süssmuth and Ag- 
riculture Minister Ignaz Kiechle and 
their Soviet counterparts signed the 
specialised agreemenıs. The entire 
package can now lake effect. 

There has been talk in Bonn of a fur- 
ther agreement pussibly being initialled, 
in Moscow — or even id by Envi- 
ronment Minister Klaus Töpfer as a

Alihough these are justified acCcus- 
ations they have very little to de with ii 
conıprehensive subsidy cutback.

Other coalition politicians have 
warned against trying lo achieve too 
much via subsidy cuts. If these Cuts 
failed to achieve the desired results the 
failure could prove fatal in political 
terms. 

It is hardly surprising that Badcen- 
Würlemberg Premier Lothar Spiith 
has been so outspoken on this issuc, 
since he would have to face the conse- 
quences of subsidy cutbacks in tlhe 
middle of elections in his Lantt. 

If the Bonn coalition government is 
really serious about its plans to reduce 
subsidies it will have cannot ignore mil- 
jor sectors. 

These include agriculture, transport, 
housing, savings promotion meisurvs 
and industry. mining, the energy scctur 
our regional structural pollicis, mut 10 
mention the shipyards. the steel indlus- 
try and aviation. 

Saving alone is not enough. What is 
needed is a fFundlamental change uf pul- 
icy. The best cxample is farming. 

Billions of marks could be suved if 1 
direct compensation wus paid 1u those 
farmers who aclually suffer income 
losses rather (han subsidising the whol 
seetor as has been the case so far. 

Both courage and i new concep aru 
required tû remove the mountain ol 
subsidies, It is doubtful whether this 
can be down within just i few weeks.

Before him, Social Democrat Chan- 
cellor Helmut Schmidt said much the 
sume thing. But these calls have re- 
maincd merê lip-service. 

It is true that there have been liesit- 
ant attempts to prune, but the amounls 
involved pale into insignificance in the 
face of additional farming subsidies. 

In 1986 both Economic Minister 
Martin Bangemann and Finance Minis- 
ter Gerhard Stoltenberg said they 
wanted lo cut subsidies, But their state- 
menls remain mere declarations of in- 
tent. 

It is more than questionable whether 
ıhe medium-term fiscal policy targets 
of reducing government subsidies by 
just under seven per cent before 1989 
can be achieved. 

1n the meantime, ihe age-old con- 
cern of ınany Bonn governments, 1O0 
clear up the jungle of subsidies, has as- 
sumed a new significance. 

The coalition agreement on tax re- 
form in [990 means that mere Hip-ser- 
vice is not enough. Without a drastic 
reduction of subsidies and other forms 
of fiscal did this tax reform cannot be 
finunced. 

The only other alternative, which is 
much more convenient, is to increase 
value added tax — a «clecision which is 
hardly likely te be readily accepted by 
consumers. No-one in Bonn seems 10 
kınow exactly where drastic cuts will be 
made. 

The coalition would prefer to wail 
until Land elcetions art hell in Bre- 
men and Schleswig-Holstein in autumn 
heforc tackling this hot potato and per- 
haps scaring off potential voters, 

The FDP is knowrt to wanl a figure 
of DMlYhn, whereas the CSU is keen 
an hetween DMSbn und DMGbn.

Medium-term fiscal policy planning, 
which envisages a decrease in new bor- 
rowings after 1949| following an increase 
up lo just under DM3 1bn in 1990, setms 
extremely unrealistic. 

Defence Minister Miunlred Wûrner 
has alreacly annnunced a susbstantial in- 
crease in expenditures Far new ırmaınent 
sysleins.

Cualition partners were hoping for 
ıhis towards the middle of the parlimen- 
tary term. 

Considerably reducel increases in the 
expected tax revenue as well as new ex- 
penditures are te blame. Both have eaten 
up reserves, 

The major tax reform, which was 
planned as the reward for austeriıy, will 
nûw have to partly finunced by loans, 

Stoltenberg cannot he given ull the 
blame for adverse Jevclopments in this 
field. 

Nevertheless. his planning proposals 
are no longer as sound as they used to be. 

The measurcs he now {akes run con- 
trary to his previous convictions. 

This says very litle about the success 
of his policy. Saving and limiting indeb- 
1edness is not an end in itself, bul serves 
ihe prasperily of the cconomy as ù 
whole. : 

At the moment thé ecunomy needs to 
he propped up, and if this can be done 
via tax relief and rising indebtedness this 
policy neud not be criticisedl. 

One main argument for nut dropping 
its refarm plans is that this is lhe only 
countercyclical policy tonl the govern- 
ment intends employing. 

The situuiann can only impruve, 
however, if lhe positive effects aM- 
weigh lhe negative, und this is still un- 
cerlain. 

Stoltenberg is not interested in taking 
uùny adventurêsame fiscal pulicy risks.

Finance Minister Gerhard Stoltenberg 
hiùs heen forced to admit that his original 
policy goals have not heen uchicved. 

In a study presented in 19š$5 on lhe 
tlsks and ohjcetives of û new fiscal policy 
and the limits 1o government horrowing 
Stoltenberg already indicated that fiscal 
pulicies can best contribute towards a 
lasting economic recovery by remaining 
convincing, insisting on a further reduc- 
tiun of public deficits. keeping the value 
of money stable, and thus creating the 
preconditions for continuingly low inter= 
uxt rates and tax relief. 

In view of the fact that the govern- 
ments nw horrawings already began in- 
creasing again in 198% these precondi- 
lions would not appear ta exist. 

Whereas the increase in [YB6 was on- 
ly ù few million marks this year’s figure 
will probably umount to fuur DM4bn 
mure than the target figure set by the 
Bundestag. 

Stoltenberg can only avoid a supple- 
mentary budget because he can still fal 
hack an credit authorisatinns from Lhe 

ast. I 

The budget proposal for 1988 sets 
forth new borrowings amounling lu al- 
most DM3Ubn, whereas the original tar- 
gel was DM3Ubn. 

Finance Minister Stoltenberg. thêre- 
fore, is doing all he can to emphasise the 
tight rein he keeps an spending. 

As opposed tu an averiuge growth rate 
of 1.7 per cênt between 1483 and LY87 
Ihe 2.4 per cenl increase of (he next fedl- 
eral budget is much higher, disproving 
any claims of austerity.

A story of long-term planning 
and short-term muddling 


There were military reasons BIH ils, 
and primarily, political grounds fur lhe 
US withdrawal of medium-rıngc and 
cruise missiles frum the Federal Repub- 
lic of Germany where, by 1969, they 
had been stationed for 10 years, 

So President Reagan’s 1981 zero op” 
tion can be said to have some (legrce of 
tradition, being based on the wides- 
pread view thal medium-range nuclenr 
missiles are militarily superfluuus in 
Western Europe because nuclear de- 
terrence is sulficienlly provided ar 
guaranteed by the US strategic nuclear 
potential. 

This line of argumen1 became proble- 
matic tu the extent thal ıhe Uniteul 
States forfeited its nuclear superiurity 
und the Soviet Union built up an addli- 
tional, superior medium-range potential 
of its own. 

Against this change in background it 
would seenı problematic that from Ken- 
nedy to Reagan all US Presidents have 
in principle advucated a zero solution 
on medium-range missiles in Weslern 
Europe. 

The so-called saturation theory is 
lined up against the European credibil- 
ity theory on nuclear weapons, witlı 
General Norstad in 195% and later Hen- 
ry Kissinger and Helmut Schmidt adva- 
cating land-based medium-range mis- 
siles in Western Europe. 

Their main argument, Hoffmauın says, 
was politically and militarily t0 establish 
a visible link between the US strategic 
arsenal and the defence of Western El- 
rope. 

The Sat 2 clash between President 
Carter andl Chancellor Sclunidt illus= 
trates the dlifference of opinion.

Herr Schmidt, in his celebrated Oc- 
tober 1977 speech, drew ùttention tn 
the entire new spectrum uf Sovivtl 
threat, including the SS-20, and ndvoa- 
cated an arms control approach to a su- 
lution. 

Hoffmann shows, in what was initially 
a Bonn PhD thesis for Karl Dietrich 
Bracher, how the two leaders accused 
each other of being to blame for the 
neutron bomb decision. 

President Carter's anti-nuclear mor- 
ality prevented him from clearly advo- 
cating :lhe neuron bomb, while Chan- 
cellor Schmidt “demonstrated a neutral» 
ism of‘responsibility, not defending the 
bomb in public.” 

Instead of a clear commitment, he 
sought cover behind saying that the de- 
cision was’a US responsibility. 

That was a somewhat paradoxical at- 
titude, given that Helmut Schmidt 
otherwise stood for a critical, self-as=- 
sured and, in’ foreign policy terms, 
emancipated Federal Republic as an İin- 
dependent partner of the United Slates. 

The reason for lhis seeming paradox 
lay-in twofold pressure on the Schmidt 
government, with buth the Soviet Union 
and his own Social Democratic Party

It tells a tale of concepts and misun- 
derstandings, of clashes of interest and 


personal animosities, of long-term 
planning and short-term muddling 
through. 


It does so knowledgeably and in de- 
ıail, arguably in at times too exhaustive 
detail, but always at a high and critically 
objective level. 

Hulflmunn shows low, ın ihe ult 
195Us, the neutrom bomb came under 
the crossfire of criticism, 

Many people [elt at the time, as 
others, such us the SPD's Egon Bahr dicl 
later, that the neutron bomb was iı men- 
ial perversion, 

Others fell it made perfecl sense he- 
cause, unlike other weapons of nuclear 
miss destruction, it conceuiralecl i1s ef= 
[ect un peuple aud spared, reluively 
speuking, installations and infrastruc- 
ture, i.e. the country concerned, 

He goes on lo show how President 
Kennedy and, above all, Defence Secre- 
tary McNamara opposed the stationing 
of tactical nuclear weapons in Europe iıı 
general and the development of the neu- 
tron bomb in particulur. 

UH comes as something of û surprise iıı 
reading Hoffmann's analysis to realise 
thal the introduction of the flexible re 
sponse s(rategy was partly due io Amer- 
ican interest in the de-nuclearisalion of 
Western Europe, whereas in reality the 
number of tactical nuclear warheads 
was doubled to 7,000 beıween 1961 
and 1969, 

In’ the early 1970s the West offered; 


at the Vienna’ MBFR troop cut talks: 


with the Warsaw Pact, to reduce the 
number of nuclear warheads in Western 
Europe by 2,000 in réêturn for a reduc- 
tion in Soviet tank units stationed in 
Eastern Europe. : : 

The Soviet Union refused, but as a re- 
sult of the Nato dual-track "missiles and 
talks” decision Nato reduced by 2,400 
the number of its lactical nuclear war- 
heads. : 

The crucial point, Hoffmann makes it 
clear, is that the United Stales has for 
decades concentrated its military strate” 
gy on strategic and tactical nuclear pot- 
ential yet sought since the mid-1960s a 
zero solution to the problem of medi- 
um-range missiles. 


Rüll notes the plausibility dilenna 
thal heseıs European comments ul SC“ 
curity palicy in û diffuse public context. 


“The geostrategie asynumetry uf Eit- 
Wet conllict structure in Europe is the 
reman why strategic aims andl means 
differ — the circumstances dilering — 
between the Warsaw Pict id the Norih 
Aılantic alliance.” 

RühI's Bunk is both modern lislory 
and a subtle iniraduction into conlen- 
parary strategic thinking. 

Those who have worked through its 
comprehensive analysis will be able 10 use 
il as a reference work in the current del 
ate on intermediate-range disarmament 
propusals even though it was writlen be 
farê the lalesı round of proposals was 
made. 

To quute the concluding chapter: 

“The interfuce between conventinnal 
and nuclear options finds operativnal 
and strategic expression in the com” 
pound character of the deployment of 
Nato and Warsaw Pact forces in Eurvpe. 
with tactical nuclear forces on both sides. 

“So it would be pointless and, for the 
conventionally weaker side, risky to 
single out nuclear weapons for arms con¬ 
trol andl to cleal with them in isolation. 

“Attempts by European Nato part- 
ners, in response to the post-Reykjavik 
priority assigned to nuclear disarma- 
ment, to link negotiations on nuclear 
weapons with negotiations on the bal- 
ance of conventional power with a view 
to military options in the event of con- 
flict are a step in the only direction that 
holds forth promise of gnins in stability 
for security in Europe." 

After reading Rühl's book the reader 
will hardly fail to arrive at a twofold con- 
clusion with regard to the current debate. 

Mr Gorbachov's proposals are aimed 
exactly at the weak links in the strategic 
\hinking behimul Western security policy 
and make full use of existing asymmetry. 

‘The course of the East-West conflict 
was hound, sooner or later, to lead to 
Soviet proposals such as have now been 
presented by Mr Gorbachav. Why did 
the West nat make even the most ele- 
mentary provision for this eventuality? 

Rifts in the foundations of confidence 
within the alliance will grow druınatically 
wider if ù wicle-eyed public is repeutedly 
confronled with Ihe helplessness and 

perplexity of Western strategists wlio are 
reluctant l0 be reminded what they said 
in lhe past. Riühl's hook provides strict 
yardsticks by which Western security 
Pulicy, as currently presented, will he

he Soviet Ulniun has laid brutally 

hare the conceplual defects ind 
planning deficits of Western disarma- 
ment polity. The naccilu of Soviet 
prapusils keeps the Western powers 
breathlessly trying to keep pace with the 
latest position. 

Thase who would like to bring clarity 
into the confusion uf single and double 
zero and the firecrackers uf disarma- 
ment rhetoric would do well to read:

Rühl systematically probes the im- 
purtance of intermediate-range wea- 
pons in Europe and precisely outlines 
their role in strategy, arms control and 
alliance policy. 

A wriler with a sovereign grasp of his 
extremely complex suhject matter, he 
shows himself to be a sensitive analyst of 
the muny facets of strategic calculations, 
a painstaking observer of contemporary

plain words in the style of his writing. 
‘His wide-ranging survey analyses 
four inseparable processes in the recent 
course uf world affairs:

These interlocking problem com- 
plexes are investigated by means of 
questions relating to five segments ol 
the issues involved. ' : 

They relate to views on the balance of 
power and how to assess it, to the techni- 
cal military characteristics and operation- 
al potential of nuclear weapon systems, to 
the use of nuclear options in the, defence 
of Europe, to views on threats and secur- 
ity requirements andl to the yardsticks of 
success in IRNF limitation talks. 

Step by step the reader is confronted 
with the crucial problem of the security 
position in the East-West conflict: the 
asymmetry and structural disparity of 
the two pacts. 


Each individual asymmetry would,. 


viewed in isolation, lead to security pol- 
icy aporia. 

The only way to come to constructive 
terms with these slopes and bends is to 
view them in an överall context and 
bundle them into negotiation packages. 

Like many others, the problem of medi- 
um-range missiles cannot be solved in iso- 
lation; it interlocks with conventional and 
intercontinental security mechanisms.

The British film director John Boor- 
man (Exculibur, The Emerald Forest), 
for example, whose film Hope and Glory 
was the brilliant climax to the festival, 
had a very low-profile presentation. 

There was only a brief presentation of 
his personal facts and figures and a few 
words about the film before it was 
shown. This was definitely not enough, 

Bourman's film is an in every respect 
successful look back al everyday life in 
London during the Second World War, 
primarily as seen through the eyes of 
children. 

With brilliant mischievousness the di- 
rector confronts the petty vices and 
problems of the petty-bourgeois with 
the patriotic longing for glory and the 
unrealistic visions of the grandeur of 
war. 

The British film was particularly well 
represented in both the international 
programme and the category of up-and- 
coming young directors, 

Although most of the productions 
were television coproductions they re- 
vealed the epic and emotional qualities 
of great cinema films, one example be- 
ing Nicolas Roeg's love story Castaway, 
which deals with the battle of the sexes 
on a lonely island. 

The German coproductions, on the 
other hand, smacked of TV convention 


after the first few camera shats. 
In additiun, here wus often lou ımnucll 


harrowing psychologising and ikeniatic 
refuge in the past. 

Other German films in this field, 
however, deserve the rating “outstand- 
ing": Ulf Miehe's satirical burlesque Der

n exhibition at the German Film 

Museum in Frankfurt on.the fate of 
those from the film industry forced to 
flee from Nazi Germany in the 1930s 
gives a rough idea of the tremendous 
loss of artistic potential, critical intelli- 
gentsia and human qualities caused by 
the flight. 

The exhibition was conceived by 
Ronny Loewy and outlines the break in 
the history of the Gerınan film industry 
— ag break whose repercussions are stilt 
felt today. 

The forced emigration of German- 
language film-makers ' began following 
the speech given by Nazi Propaganda 
Minister Joseph Goebbels to the chief 
organisation of the film industry on 28 
March, 1933. 

Film-makers of Jewish descent were 
already “advised” to abandon their acti- 
vities in the film industry by 1935 in the 
first Exclusion Decree (1 November, 
1933). 

The exodus of émigrés fleeing from 
Nazi terror in 1933 first led to Vienna, 
Prague, London and Paris, obvious first 
choices because of familiar languages 
and cultures. 

Following the Nuremberg decrees in 
1935, however, the exodus became 
worldwide. 

France was the most important Euro- 
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ore than 100,00} people visited 
the 5th Munich Film Festival — in 
1983 it drew just 25,000. 

Major international productions, Eu- 
ropean perspectives, unknown Soviet 
films, new German films, American 
children's films and films from and 
about East Germany were some of the 
main categories. 

Almosı 1 30 films were sereened in 11 
cinemas, Symposia and seminars on 
women's films, films by and about black 
people, film music or problems asso- 
ciated with new media laws ran parallel 
to the films. 

Tugether with the discussions with 
film directors, distributors and produ- 
cers this erealed lhe atmosphere of a 
living workshop. 

Organisational and structural shorît- 
comings cannot belittle the festival's 
overall success. 

Nevertheless, the festival's problems 
should be mentioned, above all the 
fundamental contradictions in its con- 
ception. 

The festival is at a crossroads. When 
film festival director Eberhard Hauff 
first launched the event in 1983 he 
hailed it as an alternative to the more 
prestige-oriented festivals. 

The festival waš iitended for the pub-. 
lic, without elitist barriers, and open to 
new ideas. 

This. however, does not fit in with the 
festival's growing lrend towards becom- 
ing a rendezvous for the “in-people” of 
the branch, an ostentatious facade, a ga-

gastronomy, private receptions and 
parties, parties, parties. 

Hauff had hardly banished Munich's 
“beautiful people" to the city's cultural 
“fortress” in the Arı Gusteig by keeping 
pop ùnd disco Jown to a minimum when 
he started letting them in through the 
backdoor. 

Anyone with the corresponding invi- 
tation was thus able to have a great time 
at the 9-day festival without seeing a 
single film. 1 . 

The Munich festival is no longer all 
that different to the other festivals, 
apart from the fact that there is ro offi- 
cial competition and awarding of prizes 
— which Hauff in principle views as 
"foolish". 

He's right, and Woody Allen: is not 
the only one who would agree with him. 

One can only hope that he will stick 
to his principles in future. 

The advance publicity and informa- 
tion provided on the festival also left a 
great deal to be desired. 

Ninéty per cent of the festival-goers 
are younger than 30. Advance notifica- 
tion hardiy seems to reach older people. 

Admittedly, cinema audiences are be- 
coming younger and younger, but this is 
no reason to sit back and do nothing to 
stop this trend. 

Many people at the festival com- 
plained that it was difficult to distin- 
guish between lhe various categories of 
film. A better programme could heîp 
here.

This seriously upsets the natural life 
cycle, A single input of surplus nutri 
can impose a long-term burden on the 
lake, which cunnot dispose of the surplus 
from ane yciur 1o0 (he NEXT. 

Smaller, shallower lakes can be resus- 
citated hy mecuns of “artificial respira” 
tion." Oxygen is pumped into the devper 
water, enibling free nutrient to he bound 
in the sediment. . 

Sediment can iso be dredgeul. whirl 
similarly eases the burclen of surplus nu- 
trient on the lake’s ven-systcm. 

In larger lukes zooplankton cenxily 
could, in theory. he boosted, leading to li- 
mitation of algal growıh by the plankten’s 
voracious appetite, 

, This can he brought about by clearing 
the lake of fish, which would then no 
longer be around to reduce the qttûntily 
of zooplankton in the water. 

This crass interference with the cco- 
system would hasically only cure n synp- 
tom, not the complaint, and at thê wrong 
end af the stick too. 

In the final analysis a lake can only he 
helped hy calling a halî 1o the nutrient in- 
put from farmland or inadequately purifi- 
cd sewage ar effluent.

Spring cometh and doth bring algae 


The individual varieties uf algue en= 
gage in increasingly ferocious campeli- 
lion for progressively declining supplies 
of vital raw materials that make up Heir 
diet. 

These {win pressures lend tu i gradi 
al change in the composition of the 
Plankton community in the lake. Varic1” 
ies that cannot withstancl the pressure 
die and others, better suited to Ile 
competitiun, take their place. 

Linınologists call this succession of 
species "autogenic succession," Laymen 
might like to think of it as “self-con- 
ırolled hereditary succession," 

By virtue of their inter-relationshij’ 
organisms that occur at a given time de- 
termine which organisms will take their 
place. This succession can be readily 
observed in early summer at the clear 
water stage. 

Within a few days visibility improves 
from less than one metre 1o up to 14 
metres, these figures being depths it 
which a white dise is visible to the naked 
eye. 

The reason for this extreme clarity of 
the walter, which often lasts for only iı 
fortnight or so, was long disputed. 

Does the density of algae decline wilh 
their nutrient reserves or is il a case uf 
zooplankton being particularly VUri- 
cious at this stage? 

Max Planck limnologists have provecl 
in field trials that the clear water stage is 
due to the voracious appetile uf zou- 
plauktlon, which reaches ils greulusl 
density and consumes several times the 
daily output of algal bionactss. 

The zooplankton in turn uw encoun- 
ters pressure from Iwo quarlers. I bu 
serves as lish fodder and exhausls ils 
own fond supply, the phytoplankton. 

1t then declines in densily and undler- 
goes changes in composition duc Lo Lhe 
sharp decline in nutrient supplies in the 
surface water, 

These supplies are absorhced by Lhe 
hiomass of phyto- and zZuoplankton, 
which die and sink to the deeper walter 
and the lake-bed. 

Smaller, fast-growing vuricties of al- 
gae are now replaced by larger, slower- 
growing kinds of seaweed better suited 
in their dietary requirements than their 
“affluent society" predecessors to the 
more limited supply of nutrient,

Their interest is in how lhis commun- 
ity of micro-organisms develops in the 
course of {he year and how miın upsets 
the natural rhythm. 

The annual cycle begins in spring 
when the lake awakes from its winter 
slumber. 

In lemperate-zone lakes tempera- 
tures are usually stable in winter, at 0" C 
immediately beneath the ice and 4° C at 
lower depths. 

This temperature corresponds to the 
fact that water reaches its greatest dens” 
ity and specific gravity at four degrees 
centigrade. 

In spring the surface water is heated 
and the water mixed by winds, resulting 
in a stable summer temperature confi- 
guration of warm surface water and col- 
der water beneath. 

The spring mixture brings to the sur- 
face soluble phosphorus, carbon, ni- 
irogen and silicium compounds that 
serve as nutrient for nicroscopic algac, 
usually single-cell organisıns. 

These algae — vegetable plankton or 
phytoplankton — are the basis of all 
food cycles in a lake. They rely on 
photosynthesis, using the sunlight as 
their metabolic energy source. 

Ax primary producers of organic 
matter they play the same key role in 
lakes, seas and oceans as more ady- 
anced plants on land, which is why 
plankton is known as the “grass of the 
sea." 

The first sunlight of spring {riggers 
plankton life in the lake. Tiny, fast- 
growing algae initially competing for the 
limited sunlight multiply en masse. 

As the days grow longer and warmer 
and the light lasts longer, the algae grow 
faster and more furiously and encounter 
selective pressure from twa quarters. 

Animal micro-organisms, zooplank- 
ton, are the one. They include water 
fleas and live on a diet of phytoplank- 
ton, grazing on the “grass of the seas” as 
it were. 

The other source of pressure is that al- 
gae which injtially multiply unhindered 
gradually exhaust the nutrient in the up- 
per, light-filled stratum of the water.

The origins of this unnual pitgeunt — 
and the upsets it can undergo ~ ure the 
research speciality of scientists at the 
Max Planck Instite of Limnology in 
Plön, Holstein. 

Their work aims to unravel a complex 
network of interaction, coexistence and 
competition between numerous organ” 
isms that form part of the eco-system of 
ponds and lakes. 

The annual life cycle of a lake not on- 
ly sheds light on ecological faclors; it al- 
so illustrales mechanisms of evolution- 
ary adaptation, 

Fresh water {lakes in temperate zunes 
are classic examples of eco-systems, 
Unlike land-based biotopes, they are 
distinct and clearly outlined zones, the 
borderline between air and water ruling 
Out closer ties between organisms in the 
lake and outside it. . 

This applies both to chemical pro- 
perties, such as the degree of acidity in 
the water, and to its temperature, which 
never falls below zero centigrade and 
never rises above 25-3()° C, or 77-86°F. 

- The lake waters substunliul heal C= 
pacity acts as a puffer, offsetting short 
lerm almospheric temperature Var- 
iations, So daily changes in the weather 
have little effect on the lake, which is in- 
fluenced mainly by the seasonal cycle. 

In a way lakes can be compared with 
islands, Organisms thal live in it cannot 
simply migrate when population density 
grows loo great. . 
` They are bound to the lake, which 
plays a leading role in relations hetween 
the species that share this limited Le- 
hensraum and have to come to terms 
within it. 

In probing these relations Professor 
Winfried Lampert and research staff at 
the eco-physiology unit of the Max 
Planck Institute of Limnology deal less 
with fish and other macroscopic forms 
of life than with microscopic organisms 
— plankton — in the water.

Effects research was called in ta lel 
during the debate on the risks of por- 
nograplhic publications in the I YGGS 

The BPS refers to “sound empirical 
findings of the model-oriented suciop- 
sycholugical theory uf learning", ùac- 
cording to which presentations uf brute 
force have a “hbrutalising" effect. 

“Rumbo alreiuly becomes a figure with 
whom young boys can identify," part of 
the BPS line of reasoning runs, "because 
he acts (kills) and does not talk." 

The contrary assumption is at least 
just as plausible, albeit less likely to hir 
the headlines: “Via the experience of vi- 
olence in films (a person's) own viol- 
ence potential is reduced, since the en- 
crgy of the aggressive urge is sublimated 
or compensated," 

According to this thesis, films show- 
ing violence have an almost “psychohy- 
gienic function” as they help “cushion 
aggressions within the activity context 
of the film without allowing them to be- 
come sucially disruptive," 

This definition of what is known as 
the catharsis theory was presented hy 
the media scientist Michael Schumann 
in the teaching journal Pãd. Extra, 

The stimulation thesis, whose justifica- 
tion is rooted in the theory of learning, 
and the catharsis thesis, with its psycho- 
analytical background, have stood in 
irreconcilable conflict for many years. 

Due to their respectively limited re- 
search approaches neither theory hirs 


«provide conclusive cvid- 
ence ta corroburate its ckitim 


In such a situation there is Bowing 
desire to lake a much more closer louk 
at how young people in fact respond lu 
the stimuli of visually depicted viulence. 

Frauke Wicgmann from the Media De- 
partment in Hamburg's Social Welfare 
Office advises those interestel in morê 
practical information lo “go along with 
young people to sce one of these popular 
films at 6 p.m, and just look and listen.

The Federal Inspection Office for 
Morully Harmful Publications (BPS) 
was frequently called upon to ban the 
videotape version of Rambo IL. 

In 1986 the film was put on their in- 
dex. The BPS does hot accept the argu- 
ment thai the film's story is overexag- 
Beralecl as an “extenualing" factor. 

In the film, Rambo single-handedly 
frees an American prisoner-of-war from 
ihe well-guarded Vietnamese jungle, 

„ Even the exaggerated presentation 
of a bloodtiath ... cöuld at least have 
lastingly adverse effects on young peo- 
ple," the BPS stated in justification of its 
decision. 1 

The fact that films of this kind arê as 
all as ‘the history of cinema itself is 
countered with the argument that this is 
“not so much a reason for allowing simi- 
lur films to be shown, but rathermore a 
reason for rethinking previous censor- 
ship practice." 2 

"Effects research", a relatively new
